months 
during 1936 in which 


Ohio's Public Assistance program 
under the Social Security Act has 
been in effect, approximately 130,- 
000 residents of the Buckeye state 
have benefitted under provisions of 
the'Act to an extent of 521.000.000. 


These figures were disclosed by 


Judge Henry J. Robison, chief of j 
the Ohio Divsion of Public Assist- j 
ance, who ventured that the year 
1937 would undoubtedly find the 
Social Security program in Ohio 
operating more extensively. 


During the last year, the division 


of public assistance gave aid to 
about 98.000 aged persons, 26,000 
dependent children, 3,500 blind per- 
sons, and 2,000 crippled children. 
In addition, child welfare services 
were inaugurated in three rural 
counties with an expansion of this 
program planned for the coming 
year. 


Started April 37 


On April 27, 1936 the division of i 


public assistance first took forma- ' 


j tion with the appointment by Gov- 
} ernor Martin L. Davey of Judge 


j Robison, a former probate judge in 


1 Portage county. In the eight en- 


j suing months, the program has ex- 
! paneled to such an extent that its 
] benefits rendered during" the short 
period of operation have accorded 
unfortunate Ohloans better living 
opportunities. 


The largest phase of the public 


assistance program is the aid for 
the aged program. During the last 
year, 98,000 recipients received to- 
tal grants of over $20,000,000. Of 
this amount, the federal govern- 
ment, in accordance with the So- 
cial Security Act, provided one- 
half of the funds. 


Judge Robison pointed out that 


the old age assistance and old age 
benefits under the Social Security 
Act were not to be confused. Old 
age assistance is a co-operative 
plan by the state and federal gov- 
ernments in which both contribute

About $275,000 has been spent 


during 193« in caring for the 
state's 2,000 crippled children re- 
ceiving aid under the Social Se- 
curity Act. Hospitalization, exam- 
inations, and medical 
equipment 


were a few of the items for which 
funds were expended to care for 
the crippled children. The federal 
government has allocated $151,000 
to Ohio for th* fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1937, for the care of crip- 
pled children. 


"We have succeeded in ironing 


out many of the difficulties which 
usually beaet a new program and 
in the coming' year, we hope to 
make additional progress," Judge 
Robison said.
